WASHINGTON .¿T — The new 
Asian flu vaccine will be allocated 
to the states according to popula­ 
tion. 
Announcing this last night, the 
Public Health Service said "a pro­ 
gram giving each state and terri­ 
tory its fair share of the vaccine 
seems to be the most equitable 
way of distributing the vaccine 
geographically 
throughout 
the 
country.” 
The Health Service said the six workers 
l i c e n s e d 
manufacturers 
had 
agreed to this voluntary alloca­ 
tion system as proposed by Sur­ 
geon General Leroy E. Burney. 
The arrangement goes into effect 
at once. 
The Health service endorsed a 
proposal that states and commun­ 
ities set up advisory committees 
to recommend what groups should 
get first inoculations of the still­ 
scarce vaccine. Presumably these 
priority groups would include doc­ 
tors, nurses, policemen, firemen
